Jacob Harvey's Neck Legally Broken 
in the Ohio Penitentiary. 



Cot.t MHi'8, June 24 —Jacob Harvey, 
of Dayton, O... the murderer of Mrs. 
Maggie Schuman, paid the penalty of 
his crime on the gallows between 
and 1 o'clock Friday morning. T 
trap was sprung at 12:27 a. Oft., and 
Harvey was pronounced dead at the 
of nine and one- half minutes. 

The execution passed off quietly and 
in a manner completely satisfactory. 
Although It was the first experience of 
the kind for the officials who conducted 
it, they are to be complimented upon 
the success Harvey died with the 
same nerve that characterised the com- 
mittal of the crime, and it is doubtful 
whether he was fully penitent at the 
last moment 

The death warrant was read t<> him 
at llttS p. tn., in the presence of the 
some individuals who Witnessed his 
death He listened to it without a 
word or flinch, and after it was finished 
listened attentively with bowed head 
to a touching prayer by Chaplain Trif- 
fet At the conclusion of the prayer he 
shook each visitor by the hand, bidding 
them good-by and the little crowd re- 
tired to await the hour of death 

There were no unusual scenes when 
the time came for executing the death 
sentence. The handful of spectators 
gathered quietly in the execution room, 
and after they had taken their places 
Harvey was led on to the trap. He 
walked with a firm step and stood quiet 
while t)u? deputy warden's assistants 
Ixmnd his hands and feet, an Operation 
that occupied two minutes.
